LARGEST ZOO 





A zoo without a fence or a cage, 
a great stretch of coast along the 
Gulf of Mexico, seventy-five miles 
long and seven miles in average 
width, is being established in Louis- 
iana. More than three-fifths of the 
great tract is already owned by the 
state and is “never to be sold or 
leased or used for any purpose what- 
soever but refuge for the wild things 
of earth and air.” No firearms are 
to be permitted upon it, save those 
of the wardens, and it is to be open 
at all times to ornithologists, natur- 
alists, and nature photographers.

“On these lands today lives every 
variety of animal life known to 
Louisiana, from the black bear of the 
canebrakes to the muskrat of the 
river banks, and from the bald-headed 
eagle of the oak-covered islands to 
the humming bird of myriad hues 
flittering above the wild roses on the 
upland. To them in winter comes 
every variety of bird that migrates 
into or through the United States 
from the tiny swallows to the huge 
and rare swans, Albatrosses, boob- 
ies, and frigate birds have been seen 
on Marsh Island, which the Russell 
Sage Foundation gave to Louisiana, 
and the mysterious anhinga, or snake- 
bird, believed to be the most direct 
of all bird descendants of the flying 
reptiles, nests in safety, fearless of 
man, on the Avery Island reserve.

MR. SKINNER’S TRUMP CARD 


How the special delivery stamp, 
which last year, it is estimated, was 
used 75,000,000 times to facilitate the 
delivery of mail, came into being is 
graphically related by former Con- 
gressman Charles R. Skinner in the 
April number of the State Service 
Magazine, published at Albany, N. Y. 

The story of the fight for the stamp 
reads like an account of the last 
ditch stand of a forlorn hope and 
was won in the end because Mr. 
Skinner held the last trump card. 

The adoption o the special delivery 
service was first recommended by. 
Postmaster General Frank Hatton 
and a bill embodying the features of 
the service practically as they stand 
today was introduced by. Mr. Skinner 
at the first session of the’ forty- 
eighth congress in December, 1883. 

The bill met with stubborn resist- 
ance, especially from Democratic lead- 
ers, and it was not until the fast 
hours of the last day of congress,

Machine Softens Leather. 

Working leather by the arlous 
processes known as graining, boarding 
and staking, ordinarily a laborious 
manual operation, is now accomplished 
by mechanical means with a machine 
designed by a Massachusetts inventor.

Work of Charles Rollin, Famous 
Frenchmang Was for Many Years 
a Standard Book. 





No less a personage than Voltaire 
praises the work known as “Rollin’s 
Ancient History,” which, though now 
obsolete, was for years in its English 
translation the standard work on the 


Egyptians, Carthaginians, Assyrians, 
and other ancient nations, 
Voltaire, while praising the work 


highly, alleges that it would have been 
better if the author had been more of 
a philosopher, able to distinguish bet- 
ter the false from the true, incredible 
from the probable, and to sacrifice the 
useless. Notwithstanding, he said it 
is the best compilation in any lan- 
guage, because compilers are seldom 
eloquent, and Rollin was. 

Charles Rollin was a Frenchman, 
and he died at Paris, the place of his 
birth, on Sept. 14, 1741. This celebrat- 
ed man rose from poverty and obscuri- 
ty to a position of the greatest. dignity. 
He was the son of a cutler, yet at the 
age Of 33 he was made rector of the 
University of Paris, which office he 
adorned by the sweetness of his char- 
acter, his learning, probity and moder- 
ation. 

Until fifty years ago his history was 
a stock book, when it began to be neg- 
lected on account of the many dis- 
eoveries giving a new cast to our 
knowledge of ancient history.—Chica- 
go Journal. 


INDIAN FIGHTER NOT A GIANT 


Daniel Boone. Said to Have Been 
Small in Stature—Man of Deep 
Religious Conviction. 





Dantel Boone is generally pictured as 
a giant in stature, of swarthy complex- 
fon, and a grim leader at a grim period 
in the country’s history. Archibald 
Henderson in the Century draws a 
very different picture of the pioneer. 
According to him Boone was a scant 
five feet eight inches, although broad 
of shoulder, and his eyes were a mild 
blue, topped by fair eyebrows, He 
was shy, nalve, benign and simple, He 
Was & super-woodsman, a master In- 
dian fighter, but only an indifferent 
surveyor. 

While acting as an agent for a com- 
pany seeking wealth through land 
grants and colonization, he himself 
looked upon his work as that of an in- 
strument of Providence, specially or- 
dained by God to settle the wilderness. 
This religious fervor he carried with 
him in his wildest adventures and most 
bloody battles, and he promptly credit- 
ed every success, great or small, to 
Providence. His two greatest exploits 
were the exploration of the trans-Al- 
leghany region and the opening of the 
Transylvania trail, the path that ran 
through the Cumberlands and opened 
the beauties and richness of Kentucky 
to the pioneer hordes from the Atlan- 
tic seaboard.

Square Musical Notes. 

Shaped notes, that Is, notes of 
square, lozenge, round and other forms 
than the conventional notes, are hard- 
ly known to most people of the musical 
world. Yet they were strongly in- 
dorsed and introduced by Lowell 
Mason to help in teaching sight sing- 
ing, and they are still used In enormous 
quantities in the South in rural dis- 
tricts. The scheme of the shaped note 
is to represent the different Hegrees of 
the scale by means of a different 
shape note. For any one who has 
passed the most elementary stages in 
scale study the plan is quite useless 
In understanding tonalities, intervals, 
ete, and it 1s not used In the large 
musi¢c centers to any appreciable ex- 
tent—The Etude, 





Stonehenge Remains. 

Thus far, excavations have failed to 
Solve the mystery of the origin of 
It had been hoped that 
its passing into the hands of the gov- 
ernment would finally shed light on 
this mystery, for excavations have 
been previously forbidden by the pri- 
vate owners of the property. Thus 
far, however, we do not know whether 
Stonehenge, battered and broken as it 
is today by centuries of exposure to 
the winds and rains, was originally a 
Roman temple or a Druidical shrine, 
the work of the Phoenicians, the Sax- 
ons or the Danes, or whether it was, 
as has been claimed, a center of ser- 
pent worship, of sun worship, a place 
of sacrifice or of gallows for the ex- 
ecution of eminent criminals, 





Elevator Rope in Coal Mines. 

One of the most tmpressive things 
about a colliery, to an outsider, is the 
mammoth drum which winds the rope 
which brings coal up from the pit. This 
monster drum may measure 150 feet 
in circumference, and weigh about 200 
tons, and it will wind in the rope with 
its load at a speed of nearly 60 miles 
an hour. There are miles of the rope, 
when the pit is a deep one, itke the 
Yorkshire Main colliery’s, whose ver- 
tical shaft holds the record for depth 
by going down nearly 1,000 yards, and 
for long distances horizontally. The 
rope costs $10 a yard and its maximum 
life is three and one-half years. Every 
inch of it passes each day through a 
man’s hands for examination. Shaft 
aceidents are very rare.

MIGHT HAVE BEEN PRESIDENT 


Ambitious Party Leaders Prevented 
the Nomination of Judge David 
Davis in 1872, 





In 1872, David Davis of Illinois 
missed his chance for the presidency 
through the overweening ambition 
of Horace Greeley of New York, and 
B. Gratz Brown of Missourt. The Lib- 
eral Republican convention met at 
Cincinnati, with thousands of prom- 
{inent Republicans in revolt against 
Gen, Grant, and the powers in the Re- 
publican party which controlled it. 
Davis, who had been a former Demo- 
erat, had become a Lincoln Republi- 
can, and Lincoln put him on the Su- 
preme bench.

That the Grant 
administration and the Republican 
party, as then controlled, was unpopu- 
lar, was shown in theggreat Demo- 
cratic congfessional triumph of 1974, 
after Grant had heen elected a second 
time.—Detroft News. 





Useful Seaweed, 

From seaweed when reduced to 
ashes are gained some of the most 
beneficeft preparations In use today. 
Some of these are fodine. bromide, 
hydriodic acid; todides-of-sodiam, mer- 
ecury, potassium, magnesium and e¢al- 
cium. From ft are extracted coloring 
matters, volatile oil, and its ingredi- 
ents are used in photography. It is 
further employed for coverings for 
flasks in the packing of glass, china 
and other brittle wares; for packing 
furniture, stuffing pillows and mat- 
tresses, and in upholstering, The claim 
is made that furniture stuffed with 
seaweed is kept free of moths and 
other insects, owing to its salty flavor, 
Seaweed is one of the best non-con- 
ductors of heat and finds use in 
thermotics, especially in the insulation 
of refrigerators and in refrigerating 
plants. It fs also used hetween walls 
and floors to prevent the transmission 
of sound. The demand for this article 
has grown to such an extent that it Is 
now being gathered in large quantities 
by farmers and fishermen along. the 
shores of Prince Edward Island, where 
it is dried and prepared for shipment 
to the United States.
